M a r b le h e a d , Mass., 
Dec. 
20.—This 
town was visited by a conflag ration last nig ht 
that devoured the entire business portion of 
the town, covering about 12 acres. 
The fire 
was first discovered in the house furnishing s 
store o f D. B. H. Powers, on Plcasant-street, 
at about 10 o’clock. 
The exact cause of the 
fire is unknown. 
The first warning was 
g iven bv a lend explosion o f naphtha in the 
store. 
The alarm was quickly rung in and 
immediately followed by a second and third. 
When the firemen reached the burning build 
ine it fell with a mig hty crash. 
It was a 
wooden structure and was rapidly consumed. 
The firemen did their best to hold the flames 
in 
check, 
hut their 
efforts 
amounted 
to nothing . 
The building s surrounding the 
structure were mere shells, and it seemed as 
if a tire started wherever a spark fell. 
In 15 
minutes from the time the first alarm was 
g iven the entire business portion was a sea of 
flame. 
The tire rag ed fiercely, and the two 
fire companies were wholly unable to execute 
the task they were called upon to perform. 
Assistance was summoned from Lynn, Salem 
and 
Swampscott, 
and 
these 
towns 
quickly 
responded. 
The 
entire 
shoe 
manufacturing district, 
the 
prin­ 
cipal 
business 
section 
of 
the 
town, 
was 
burned 
to 
the 
g round. 
Fully 
00 
building s 
were 
consumed. 
The people were frantic, and rushed to and 
fro as thoug h crazed. 
The flames spread 
with such rapidity that scarcely anything was 
saved. 
The tenents residing in the dwelling - 
houses were completely cleaned out, and as 
they stood watching their homes burn they 
presented a pitiable sig ht. 
It looked at one 
time as thoug h the entire place was doomed. 
At this time help from Salem, Lynn and 
Swampscott 
arrived 
and 
put 
new 
life 
into 
the 
cheerless 
workers. 
The City was flooded with strang ers from all 
of the surrounding towus. 
On Pleasant 
street the dwelling houses o f Nathan Pitman, 
Asa Blaney, the Boston & Maine depot, Cole 
Brothers’ shoe factory, the horse car station, 
Stacey's drug store, J onathan Bourne’s woolen 
factory, a larg e structure four stories hig h, 
and numerous small building s were reduced 
to ashes. 
On the opposite side J oseph Le- 
favre’s dwelling house, II. O. Svmonds hard­ 
ware store, the Grand Army Hall and the 
Fire Department headquarters, a inug niti- 
cent brick building , the Rialto block, C.Greg ­ 
ory’s drug store, the Boston branch g rocery 
store and the dry g oods store o f Georg e 
Graves were destroyed. 
On Essex-street tin! 
flames destroyed Allerton Hall and the im­ 
mense wooden factory o f E. II. Woodbury, 
shoe manufacturer. 
Allerton Hall is occu­ 
pied as a [shoe factory by J onathan Orue. 
The factory of J acob II. Cropley *fe Bro. on 
Essex street, Peace’s shoe factory and the 
houses of Dennis and J acob Pine were re­ 
duced to smouldering ruins. 
On ¡Sprin"- 
street the tire swept on destroying the resi­ 
dences and a factory o f W. C. Lafavre. 
Its prog ress was checked at the Sewell 
Grammar School building . 
Sweeping across 
Spring street the flames consumed the hand­ 
some dwelling of I)r. Wliittemore. 
Here the 
flames chang ed their course, and sweeping on 
to Sewell-street it completely destroyed every­ 
thing in the rear of Pieasant-strect, taking 
everything clean up on both sides o f the rail 
road tracks. 
The residences o f Mr. Cham­ 
berlain and 
the 
late 
Thomas F. Cross- 
man, 
Paine’s 
livery 
stables, 
Thomas 
Rix’s 
fruit stand 
and 
numerous 
small 
building s 
were 
burned 
to 
the 
g round. 
At 3 o’clock the fire was under con 
trol thoug h yet burning fiercely. 
This stolid 
old burg , in J une, 1877, was visited by a fire 
which swept over nearly the same district. 
During the prog ress of the present fire several 
explosions were heard. Fully 1,000 workmen 
are thrown out of employment. The number 
of building s consumed is betweeu 50 and 60. 
The loss by the fire o f last nig ht is es­ 
timated at $ 800.000, 
Many fqnpljes are tem­ 
porarily homeless. 
Thirty-seven structures 
in all were destroyed, including manufacto­ 
ries, prominent blocks and business houses. 
Thirteen of these were dwelling s, 12 .shoe 
factories ami 12 miscellaneous. 
Had it not 
been for prompt assistance from other towns 
the 
loss 
would 
have 
been 
much 
g reater. 
For 
a 
while 
there 
was 
a 
panic among the inhabitants, who packed up 
their household g oods in anticipation o f the 
destruction of the town. 
The tire could he 
seen for miles. 
So quickly did the flames 
spread that whole blocks were ruined in less 
tjian 15 minutes, and the heat was intense. 
Between cjg j.it and nine acres were burned 
over. 
It is strang e that no lives were J ost as 
the streets were throng ed with people in qnd 
around the burned district. 
Charles Choate, who broke a leg by jump, 
ing from a secomlstory window, was the only 
person injured. 
The heat was so g reat that 
curbstones cracked and crumbled, car rails 
were twisted out of shape, tall chimneys fell 
with terrific crashes and boilers exploded 
with the force of canuou. 
The water supply 
was inadequte, and at times some o f the steam­ 
ers were unable to perform effective work. 
None of the manufacturers think it possible 
to rebuild this winter, and there is a g eneral 
feeling of depression.

The first warning was 
giveu bv a l»ml explosion of naphtha iu the 
store. The alarm was quickly ruug in and 
immediately followed by a second aud third. 
When the firemen reached the burning build- 
ins it fell with a mighty crash. It was a 
wooden structure and was rapidly consumed. 
The firemen did their best to hold the flames 
in check, hut their efforts amounted 
to nothing. The buildings surrounding the 
structure were mere shells, and it seemed as 
f a fire started wherever a spark fell. In 15 
minutes from the time the first alarm was 
given the entire business portion was a sea of 
flame. The fire raged fiercely, and the two 
fire companies were wholly unable to execute 
be task they were called upon to perform.

Stacey’s drug store.Jonathan Bourne’s woolen 
factory, a large structure four stories high, 
and numerous small buildings were reduced 
to ashes. On the opposite side Joseph Le- 
favre’s dwelling house, II. O. Svmonds hard­ 
ware store, the Grand Army Hall and the 
Fire Department headquarters, a magnifi­ 
cent brick building, the Rialto block, C.Greg­ 
ory’s drug store, the Boston branch grocery 
store and the dry goods store of George 
Graves were destroyed. On Essex-street the 
flames destroyed Allerton Hall and the im 
meusu wooden factory of E. II. Wcodbury, 
shot-manufacturer. Allerton Hall is occu­ 
pied as a [shoe factory bv Jonathan Orne. 
Hie factory of Jacob II. Cropley A Bro. on 
Essex street. Peace’s shoe factory and the 
houses of Dennis and Jacob Pine were re­ 
duced to smouldering ruins. On Spring- 
street the tire swept on destroying the resi­ 
dences and a factory of W. C. Lafavrc. 
Its progress was checked at the Sewell 
Grammar School building. Sweeping across 
Spring street the flames consumed the hand­ 
some dwellingof Dr. Wliittemore. Here the 
flames changed their course, and sweeping on 
to Sewell-streel ¡I completely destroyed every­ 
thing in the rear of Pleasant-street, taking 
everything clean up on both sides of the rail 
road tracks.

Fully 1,000 workmen 
are thrown out of employment. The number 
of buildings consumed is between 50 and 60. 
The loss by the fire of last night is es­ 
timator! at $800,4)00, Mnny fqnpljes are tem­ 
porarily homeless. Thirty-seven structures 
in all were destroyed, including manufacto­ 
ries, prominent blocks and business bouses. 
Thirteen of these were dwellings. 12 shoe 
factories and 12 miscellaneous. Had it not 
been for prompt assistance from other towns 
the

greater. For a while there was a 
panic amoug the inhabitants, who packed up 
their household goods in anticipation of the 
destruction of t’ue town. The fire could be 
seen for miles. So quickly did the llames 
spread that whole blocks were ruined in Jess 
t]ian 15 minutes, and the heat was inténse. 
Between cjgjit and nine acres were burned 
over. It is strange that no lives were lost as 
the streets were thronged vy ith people in gnd 
around the burned district. 
Charles Uhoato, who broke a leg bv jump: 
ing from a seeomLstory window, was the only 
person injured. The bent was so great that 
curbstones cracked and crumbled, car rails 
were twisted out of shape, tall chimneys fell 
with terrific crashes and boilers exploded 
with the force of cannou. The water supply 
was inadequte, and at times some of the steam 
ers were unable (o perform effective work. 
None of the manufacturers think it possible 
to rebuild this winter, and there is a general 
feeling of depression. Some of the losses,

MORE DEMOCRATIC EDUCATION. 


The Executive Committee of the Associated 
Democratic Clut*s of the United States has 
jssued a manifesto in which an attempt is 
made to explain the Democratic defeat and 
to evolve therefrom a plan of campaign for 
1892. 
It starts off with the assertion that 
“ the workingmen stood firmly by the De­ 
mocracy, as may be seen by a careful exami­ 
nation of the returns from manufacturing 
centres." 
Now this is an infamous lie, a 
libel upon the intelligent workingmen of the 
country. 
The m anufacturing centres, mean­ 
ing the cities that decided the election, with 
very few exceptions increased their Republi­ 
can vote. 
This was the case in St. Louis, 
Chicago, Cincinnati. Baltimore. Pittsburg 
and Brooklyn. 
W ith the exception of New 
York, where the slum vote grows more 
rapidly than that of the workingmen, and 
Albany, which is not a manufacturing but a 
political city, the cities of this state gave 
llarrison a larger vote than Blaine, and virtu 
ally decided the election. 
The Democratic 
assertion has for its foundation only New 
York, already mentioned, and Philadelphia, 
where Mr. Blaine had a personal strength 
that can probably never be equaled by any 
other candidate. 
Tiie Republican party can 
not afford to let this falsehood to go unre. 
buked. 
It owes a duty the 
faithful and 
intelligent workingmen who came over to the 
Republican party by thousands and made 
victory easy and sure. 
The committee discovers that the admis 
sion of the territories into the Union and the 
change of representation consequent upon 
Ihc census of 18U0 will ‘ broaden the con 
test.” but it proposes to tight the battle from 
Maine to California on the same lines as 
those of 1888. 
Here is its assertion of prin 
ciples: 
To preserve the Constitution of the United Stan's, 
the autonomy of the states, local self-government 
and freedom of elections; to resist revolutionary 
chantres and the centralization of power; to oppose 
the imposition of taxes beyond the necessities of 
government economically adm inistered; to promote 
economy in all branches of the public service: to op­ 
pose uhn-cessary commercial restrictions for the 
benefit of the few at the expense of the many; to 
opj>ose class legislation, which despoils lalior and 
builds up monopoly; and to m aintain inviolate the 
fundam ental principle of Democratic equality liefore 
the law. 
It further proposes to strike down the two 
arms of monopoly—“ bribery and corrup 
tion." 
It adds the rather trite lamentation 
that the defeat of its party was due to “ Re 
publican misrepresentation and the effect of 
enormous sums of money handled by the 
most cortupt and efficient partisan organiza 
tion ever known in this country.” This 
charge of corruption against the Republican 
party will make the people smile. 
It comes 
from a party whose representative politicians 
crowd the prison of almost every Northern 
state, which has made a most contemptible 
lizzie of its only attem pt—the one just come 
to an end in Indiana—to convict a Republi 
cau of bribery, and whose only President 
elected in 28 years was forced to go to these 
same prisons to find enough Democrats to lili 
the offices. 
The club gives notice that it is going to 
begin un educational campaign among the 
farmers The accusation that it makes against 
the workingmen, of standing by the Demo­ 
cratic party, it has not the audacity to repeat 
against the tillers of the soil. 
Well, let the 
enlightening process proceed. 
We shall see 
what will come of it—what impression the 
political hammers of the country, the men 
who toil lot neither do they spin, whose 
sole hope 
n life is 
the 
acquisition of 
a fat office, are able to make upon the 
men who till the soil, guide our factories and 
commerce, build our railroads, and put into 
activity the capital and gcuius that double 
the nation’s wealth and greatness once in 
every twenty-fire years. 
The end, we be­ 
lieve, will show that the Democratic party 
stands most in need of education, and that it 
made a great mistake in not accenting the 
lesson of 1888 as tlie deliberate verdict of a 
people who know what they are doing.

PREVALENT PHENOMENAL W EATHER. 
Some Queer Freaks in the A nim al, Insect 
aud Vegetable Kingdom s Noted. 
The balmy, spring-like weather of the past 
two days has resulted in furnishing some odd 
sights in the animal, insect, and vegetation 
kingdoms. 
This afternoon, when the sun shone hot and 
strong at a number of points along the Hud 
son River, bees came out of their hives and 
buzzed around on industry bent, as merrily 
as though it were mid summer in place of 
mid-winter. 
From Hudson comes the story that a but 
terfly was caught in one of the streets there. 
There are farmers who say they would not 
be at all surprised to see grass sprout if the 
prevalent weather continues many days 
longer. Buds were found on an elm tree at 
South Uondout this afternoon, and at vari­ 
ous other places freaks of nature iu vegetable 
life have l»een noted. 
The hot sun has caused the ice on the Hud­ 
son River to become somewhat porou*. and 
the hopesof Superintendents of large ice gath 
t-ring concerns that the tields will break up 
and flow southward may be realized within a 
very short period of time. The ice is very 
muddy and is worthless for storing purposes. 
Various " oldest inhabitants ” here and in 
the Catskill Mountains were asked this after 
noon if they had ever seen such weather be 
fore. One old man said: “ Yes, and once 
only in this section of the country. On 
Christmas Day, 11 years ago, the weather was 
warm like that of yesterday. Through the 
greater portion of January high temperature 
prevailed. There was not a particle of snow, 
and the grass was us green as green could be 
llouey liees came out just as they have come 
out to day. Fires were unnecessary in houses 
for heating purposes. Doors and win 
dows 
were wide 
open, and people 
felt tired and sleepy like. I remember one 
muu who had some threshing to do, who said 
he would not do it till the weather crew 
colder. It was too warm to work. I put 
some of my men at work in a quarry and 
they perspired freely, although they had di­ 
vested themselves of coats and waistcoots.” 
The year 1888 will go down into the annals 
as having been one of the most remarkable 
ones from a meteorological point of view, so 
far as the present generation of men upon the 
earth are concerned.

The exact cause of the 
tire is unknown. 
The first warning was 
giveu bv a lend explosion of naphtha in tile 
store. 
The alarm was quickly rung in and 
immediately followed by a second aud third. 
W hen tile tin men reached the burning build 
insr it fell with a m ighty crash. 
It was a 
wooden structure and was rapidly consumed. 
The firemen did their liestto hold tin* flames 
in 
check, 
hut 
their 
efforts 
amounted 
to nothing. 
The buildings surrounding the 
structure were mere shells, and it seemed as 
if a tire started wherever a spark fell. 
In 15 
m inutes from the time the first alarm was 
given the enlin* business portion was a sea of 
flame. 
Tile tire raged fiercely, and the two 
tire companies were wholly unable to execute 
the task they were called upon to perform. 
Assistance was summoned from Lynn. Salem 
aud 
Swampscott, 
and 
these 
towns 
quickly 
responded. 
The 
entire 
shoe 
m anufacturing 
district, the 
prin­ 
cipal

The people were frantic, and rushed to aud 
fro as though crazed. 
Tin* flames spread 
with such rapidity that scarcely anything was 
saved. 
Tile tenents residing in the dwelling- 
houses were completely cleaned out, and as 
they stood watching their homes burn they 
presented a pitiable sight. 
It looked at one 
time as though the entire place was doomed.

The loss by Bio lire of last night is es 
timntcd at $800,000. 
Many families are tem ­ 
porarily homeless. 
Thirty-*«ven structures 
in all were destroyed, including uiauufaeto 
rid , prominent blocks and business bouses. 
Thirteen of these were dwellings. 12 shoe 
factories ami 12 miscellaneous. 
Had it not 
been for prompt assistance from other towns 
the

greater.

panic amoiig the inhabitants, who pac ked tip 
their household goods iii anticipation of the 
destruction of the town. 
The tiro could lie 
seen for miles. 
Ho quickly did the flames 
sprcud that whole blocks were ruiucd iu less 
th ii i 15 minutes, and the Leat was intense*. 
Between tjgl.it and nine acres were burned 
over. 
It is strange that no lives were lost as 
the st n ets were thronged v, ill) people in gad 
around the burned district 
Charles Choate, who broke a leg bv jum p 
ing from a second story window, was the only 
person injured. 
The heat was so great that 
curbstones cracked and crumbled, cur rails 
were twisted out of shape, lull chimneys fell 
with terrific crashes and ladlers exploded 
with the force of eanuou. 
The water supply 
was ioadcqule, and at times some of the steam ­ 
ers were unable lo perform effective work. 
Noue of the manufacturers think it possible 
to rebuild this winter, and there is a general 
feeling of depression.
